The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 15 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 15, applicant changed the term suction line 
to suction. As a result, the claim is unclear, as it is unclear how suction connects one 
thing to another and further how suction has a cross sectional area. Claim 29 is 
rejected in that applicant has recited first and second ports. There is no other structure. 
A port is merely a hole. So essentially applicant is claiming first and second holes, 
Applicant should define a structure in which the ports are formed. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 15, 26, 29, and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Nishiguchi et al. Nishiguchi shows a suction paddle having a plurality 
of suction ports. The cross sectional relationships are not shown. However, the 
examiner notes that applicant has not stated that the relative sizes of the elements 
solves a stated problem and ha snot stated that the relative sizes are for a specific 
reason. Therefore, it the absence of criticality, the relative sizing of the elements would 
have been mere matter of design choice. 
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Claim 34 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. None of the art shows a suction paddle 
contoured to the heart. There is no reason to contour a semiconductor wafer wand, like 
Nishiguchi, to the heart, as it is not intended for use on the heart. 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/14/2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant has argued that devices like that of Nishigcuhi are not surgical devices. 
The examiner notes that the term "surgical device" is merely an intended use recitation 
an is not sufficient to define over identical structure used in a different manner.
